1. REFTEL SOLICITED NOMINATIONS OF OFFICERS NOT SPECIALIZING IN 
ECONOMICS TO ATTEND FSI-SPONSORED TWO-WEEK ECONOMICS COURSE IN 
TUNIS NEXT MAY. WE BELIEVE POLITICAL/LABOR OFFICER ALBERT 
THIBAULT WOULD BE EXCELLENT CANDIDATE FOR THIS TRAINING. HOWEVER, 
BUDGETED TRAVEL FUNDS HAVE BEEN HEAVILY DRAWN DOWN IN FIRST 
HALF FISCAL YEAR AND FUNDS REMAINING ARE INSUFFICIENT TO COVER 
BOTH IN-COUNTRY TRAVEL BY POST PERSONNEL FOR SECOND HALF OF 
FISCAL YEAR AND EXPENSES CONNECTED WITH THIS COURSE. 

2. TRAVEL COSTS FOR COURSE WOULD BE NIL SINCE THIBAULT HAD 
ALREADY PLANNED TAKE R&R IN EUROPE AT APPROX SAME TIME 
AND THERE WOULD BE NO ADDITIONAL COST TO ROUTE HIM THROUGH 
TUNIS. WE DO NOT, HOWEVER, HAVE NECESSARY FUNDS TO COVER 
PER DIEM. 

3. WE CANNOT REPROGRAM BECAUSE IN-COUNTRY TRAVEL IS ALREADY 
AT BARE MINIMUM. FURTHER REDUCTION WOULD SERIOUSLY HAMPER 
REQUIRED POLITICAL/ECONOMIC REPORTING. IT WOULD ALSO BE DIFFICULT 
CUT BACK MINIMAL SERVICES OR PURCHASES OF BADLY NEEDED 
EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES.
